RE: CIA TECHNICIANS 


You will recall that th e 'Centr alJ Ihtellig e.nce.AgencY, with our 
permission, established a teletype machine in our Communications Section 
in order to establish direct communications between the FBI and CIA head¬ 
quarters. The machine not only belongs to CIA but its maintenance .and up- . y\ 
keep is handled by CIA technicians. In order for CIA men to work on this 1 * 

machine, it is necessary for them to go into our C^de Room down on the/** 
fourth floor. ^y/J 

CIA technicians carry a card, with their picture stamped on 
the card, and a serial number beneath the picture. A second serial number 
is on the back of the card. There are no names of any individuals or 
organizations included on the carcl. This is supposed to identify the technician 
as a CIA representative. Prior to the CIA man coming to the FBI ter work on 
the teletype machine, CIA calls over and indicates that one of their men will 
be over soon to work on the teletype, machine. A name is given at that time. 

When one of our people go. over to CIA, our credentials are &./ 

not respected. We are issued a speciaLpass and we are then personally »'>/ 

escorted to the section or office where* our business demands our appearance .X 
We later have to turn.in this pass and are. escorted out of the building. Aside ' Ij 

from the fact that CIA fails to respect our credentials^ it is felt we have no / 

security at all under the procedure where CIA sends over their technicians lV/ 
to go into our code room and work on the CIA teletype machine. ]r \ , 

On August 12, 1954, one of their men .called over here from. CIA 
and later came over to work on the. teletype machine. He had with him at the 
time only the above-mentioned card. Mr., "Wherry and I talked to this man and 
asked him to produce other preof of his identity which he did in the form of a 
driver's license and other identifying cards. 

This matter has been discussed with the Bureau's liaison man 
to CIA, Mr. Papich. Papich has been instructed to advise CIA that some better 
system of identification must be worked out if their technicians expect to continue 
to gain admittance to our code room. He is currently working out plans with CIA 
where adequate credentials will be given to their men and a mkre**seeur6* program 
will offBrtorl Alff . _ , ,->L . _ Q 6 tf& OL.
